THE TRUST QUESTION. 


A Vlgorone Article By the Lme Hon Davl 


A Well! 


The late Hon. David A. Wells wro 


the following vigorous article c 
"Trusts" in 1802. Until recently ' 
had never been published except i 
the New England almanac. The Ke 
England Free Trade League, whic 
published the almanac, believing tha 
it is as good advice as ever, furnishe 
it for publication exactly as Mr. Wei 
wrote it: 


"What is a trust? In the popula 


and political sense it means a comb 
nation of the domestic producers o 
certain commodities to control pro 
duction and advance prices. No trus 
of this kind, operating on articles fo 
which there is a possible competitiv 
supply from other countries, could b 
maintained in the United States for 
single month except under one of tw 
conditions—either all the competitiv 
producers throughout the world mus 
be brought into the trust, or, what i 
the same thing, the product of th 
whole world must be controlled; o 
the product of all foreign producer 
must be shut out from the markets o 
this e-mntry. The first result is no 
attainable. It would be obviously im 
practicable to induce all the manu 
facturers of starch, for example, 
all the different countries of Europe 
10 unite and put the control of their 
business in the hands of trustees re 
siding in the United States. Thi 
second is made not only possible, bu 
effective in the highest degree, by the 
mposition of tariffs, or duties, on the 
mportation of the articles in which 
he trusts are especially interested, so 
high as to completely bar them out of 
he American market. 
These duties 


he McKinley tariff act provides. (The 
Dingley tariff is now performing that 
unction.—Ed ) It thus becomes the 
reator and preserver of trusts and 
nonopolies, which, freed from foreign 
ompetition, are advancing prices to 
merican consumers to an extent that 


will afford them from 50 to 100 per 
ent. more profit than can be fairly 
onsidered as legitimate, but in which 
refits their employees do not partici 
ate 
There are more than one him 


red trusts in the United States that 
ould have no existence except for the 
igh duties that have been enacted or 
epl on, in order to maintain and pro- 
ect them.

Commissioner Egolf is ha' 
ing a properly inscribed cover put o 
the valuable document so that it ma. 
resist the ravages of time.

males under 16 years, 3,841; free white 
emales, 6 316; all other free persons, 
:4, slaves, 40; grand total, 13,124. 


When the census was taken Bedford 


;ounty embraced Somerset and Fulton 
Among the names of the residents is

In the document no attempt was

The above is an extract from Presi- 


dent McKinley's message to congress 
in December, 1S09. It was his con- 
ception of his "plain duty" at that 
time. 


When he signed the Puerto Rican 


tariff and civil government bill the 
other day the president proclaimed 
that now his "plain duty" is plenary 
power. Here are the prerogatives the 
executive took to himself when he put 
his name to the monstrous measure 
making 
Puerto 
Eico 
a conquered 


province: 


He appoints the governor. 
He appoints the executive council. 
He appoints the higher branch of the 


legislature, a majority of whose members 
may be citizens of the United States. 


He appoints the judges. 
He appoints the officers who select the 


men to fill every appointive office. 


He has power to kill any legislation by 


means of the veto of his appointee, the 
governor. 
He has power to grant all franchises 


through his appointees, the executive coun- 
cil.The people are taxed without representa- 
tion in congress and without representa- 
tion in the controlling branch of the in- 
sular government, except at the pleasure 
of the president. 


The people are allowed to elect only thp 


members of the lower house of the legisla- 
ture and one commissioner to the United 
States. 


These officers are to be appointed by 


the president for terms of four years: 


A governor at $8,000 a year. 
A secretary of the council at $4,000 a 


year. 


An attorney-general at £4,000 a year. 
An insular treasurer at 35,000 a year. 
An auditor at *J,OOOa year. 
A commissioner of the interior at $4,000 


a year. 


A commissioner of education at 13,000 a 


year. 


A chief justice of the supreme court at 


35.000 a year. 


Pour associate justices of the supreme 


court at $4,500 a year each. 


A marshal of the supreme court at $3,000 


a year. 


A United States district judge at»5,000a 


year. 5 


A United States district attorney at 


$4,000 a year. 


A United States district marshal 


$3,500 a year. 


Three members of a commission to codify 


the laws of the island at $5,000 a year each 


Five members of the executive council, 


whose salaries are to be fixed by the Puerto 
Kicau legislature. 


The Puerto Ricans are allowed to 


name: 


One commissioner to the United States 


at $5,000 a year. 


Thirty-five members of the lower house 


of the legislature, who will be paid $5 a day 
•when in session.

The white-haired Republican sena- 


tor, George F. Hoar, of Massachusetts, 


made an eloquent 


Aa 
plea in the s'nate 
the other day to 
t h e 
Republicans, 


beseeching them not to abandon the 
traditions of the century and em- 
bark upon an imperialistic course. 
Though indisposed and weak, he brave- 
ly entered upon what will probably be 
the longest 
speech 
of this ses 


sion 
of 
congress, 
and 
for 
five 


hours in tremendous, though eloquent 
tones, besought his colleagues to halt 
ere it was too late. It was in opposi- 
tion to the resolution declaring the 
Philippines to be territory of the 
United States that he spoke and at- 
tention given him by both sides of the 
senate was evidence of the interest 
with which his remarks were antici- 
pated. 


One of the most effective parts of 


the address was Mr. Hoar's fancied 
roll call of some of 
the 
distinguished 


statesmen of the 
statesmen. 


United 
States on 


the question of the retention of the 
Philippines. He began with George 
Washington and closed with William 
McKinley, each in a sentence giving 
the reason for his vote. Every vote 
was in the negative, except that of 
Aaron Burr, who voted "Yes," and ex- 
plained: "Yon are repeating my buc- 
caneering expedition down the Missis- 
sippi. I am to be vindicated at last." 
When the name ol William McKinley 
was called, he replied: "There has 
been a cloud before my vision for a 
moment, but I see clearly now; I go 
back to what I said two years ago: 
'Forcible annexation is criminal ag- 
gression; governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, not of some of them, but of all 
of them.' I 
will stand -with the 


fathers of the republic. I will stand 
with the founders of the Republican 
party. No." 


The effect was dramatic. As Mr. 


Hoar pronounced his peroration the 
stillness in the chamber was intense. 
Applause swept over the galleries, but 
it was hushed quickly by the president 
pro tern. 


Mr. Hoar began his address by speak- 


ing of the prosperous condition of the 


American people at 


People 
the close of the war 


^r^c.. ^th 
Spain. He 


told of the glory of 


that conflict and of a victory in the in- 
terest of liberty. Continuing, he said: 
"The American people, so far as I know. 
were all agreed that their victory 
brought with it the responsibility of 
protecting the liberated peoples from 
the cupidity of any other power until 
they could establish their own inde- 
pendence in freedom and in honor. 


"I stand here to-day to plead with 


you not to abandon the principles that 
have brought these things to past. I 
implore you to keep to the policy that 
has made the country great, that has 
made the Republican party great, that 
has made the president great. 


"If, when we made the treaty of 


peace, we had adhered to the purpose 
we declared when 
we declared war; if 
we had dealt with 
the Philippine isl- 
ands as we promised to deal, have dealt 
and expect to deal with Cuba, the coun- 
try would have escaped the loss of 6,000 
"brave soldiers, 
other thousands oJ 


wrecked and shattered lives, the sick- 
ness of many more, the expenditure 
hundreds of millions, and, what is far 
worse than all, the trampling under 
foot of i ts cherished ideals. 


"I believe not only that perseverance 


in the present policy will be the aban- 


donment 
of 
the

ment is founded, 


that it will change our republic into 
an empire, that our methods of legis- 
lation, of diplomacy, of

tion must hereafter be, those which 
belong to republics; but I believe per- 
sistence in this attempt will result in 
the defeat and overthrow of the Re- 
publican party." 


Touch ing upon the constitutionality 


of the question at issue, Mr. Hoar said 
"I hold that this acquisition of terri- 
tory, holding and governing can be 
only a means for a constitutional end. 
And I maintain that you can no more 
hold and govern territory than you 
can hold and manage cannon or fleets 
for any other than a constitutional 
end.'1 
Following 
this 
Mr. 
Hoar 


traversed the constitutional and inter- 
national field of the Philippine con- 
troversy, covering much of the same 
ground he and others have covered 
heretofore in the pending discussion. 


Adverting to the authority to be 


found in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence for expansion, 
Mr. Hoar declared:

Mr. Hoar discussed at great length 


the Filipino rebellion and the causes 
which, in his opin- 
ion, led up to it. He 
F™^e 


made an earnest 
Aguin"aD. 


and vigorous de- 
fense ol the Filipinos, especially of 
Aguinaldo, whom he declared was 
"brave, honest and patriotic." In the 
course of his eulogy of Aguinaldo, he 
said: "He deserves to be remembered 
with that small band who have given 
life and everything dearer than life to 
their country in a losing cause. He 
shall live with Kossuth, with Oom 
Paul, with Jonbert, with Emmet, with 
Egmont and Horn, with Nathan Hale, 
.with Warren, with all the great mar- 
tyrs of history, whose blood has been 
the seed of the church of liberty." 


Mr. Hoar maintained his well-known 


position that the Filipinos had achiev- 


ed their independ- 
ence; tha(, the Tjnit. 


ed States had made 
them its allies and 


was bound to recognize their independ- 
ence and that they had proved them- 
selves fit for self-govern ment. As one 
bit of proof of their statecraft he de- 
clared : "The state papers of Aguinal- 
do, the discussion of the law of na- 
tions by his attorney general, the mas- 
terly appeal of Mabini, are products of 
the Asiatic mind. They are not un- 
worthy of the Asiatic mind, the vehi- 
cle through which came to us the 
scriptures of the O'd and New Testa- 
ment,the poetry of David, the eloquence 
of Isaiah, the wisdom of Solomon, the 
profound philosophy of Paul." 


The senator presented an elaborate 


defense of the Filipinos against the 
charge that they were responsible for 
the present war, fully justifying their 
action in resisting the American forces. 


As to what he would do with the 


Philippines, Mr. Hoar said; "I would 
declare now that we will not take 
these islands to govern them against 
their will. 


"I would reject a cession of sover- 


eignty which implies that sovereignty 
may be bought and sold and delivered 
without the consent of the people. 


"I would require all foreign govern- 


ments to keep out of these islands. 


"I would offer to the people of the 


Philippines our help in maintaining 
order until they have a reasonable op- 
portunity to establish a government 
of their own. 


"I would aid them by advice, if they 


desire it,to set up a free and independ- 
ent government. 


"I would invite all the great powers 


of Europe to unite in an agreement that 
that independence shall not be inter- 
fered with. 


"I would declare that the United 


States will enforce the same doctrine 
as applicable to the Philippines that 
we declared as to Mexico and Hayti 
and the South American republics. 


"I would, then, in a not distant fu- 


ture, leave them to work out their 
own salvation, as every nation on 
earth, from the beginning of time, has 
wrought its own salvation."

The Italian In Italy and the Italian In the 


Unllecl States—The Terrible Downfall 


of Edward Field.

YORK, April 24.—Easter, tbe 


grandest holiday of all the year, has 
come and gone. 
It tells the story 


of promises redeemed with precious 
blood, suffering and death. 
It was 


the price paid for the redemption of 
uunumbered 
millions. 
Tbe day of 


suffering, of sorrow and death is past. 
Millions upon millions of grateful wor- 
shipers on bended knees acknowledge 
tbe obligation! 


The most sorrowfnl story that his- 


tory records is the scene enacted along 
the Via Dolorosa, across tbe valley of 
Skulls, up tbe blood-stained side of 
Calvary, where the Savior of Mankind 
paid with EJjsJife the penalty of others' 
guilt and sin. It seems as though Na- 
ture—affrighted and appalled at the 
enactment of the terrible tragedy 
which has no parallel in the history of 
time—made its feelings manifest when 
lightning blazed in the heavens and 
rocks were rent in twain and above the 
roar of the warring elements was 
heard the last words on earth of God's 
Son in His mortal form. "It is finish- 
ed; it is finished." The thunder rolled 
and with a great cry He gave up the 
ghost. It was but forty-eight hours 
since shouting thousands with mock- 
ery and curses followed the Savior of 
Mankind to His death. On a bright 
Sabbath morning Mary, the mother of 
Jesus, and Mary Magdalene sought the 
tomb where He for whom they were 
mourning had been, laid away. It was 
a hole in the rocks and bgfore the en- 
trance was rolled a mighty stone. As 
the mourners approached what they 
believed the last resting place of their 
teacher and friend they found the 
stone rolled away. 
The tomb was 


empty. The Koman guards had fled 
and tbe angel spake and said: "Fear 
not, ye, for I know that ye seek Jesus. 
All hail! Jesus is risen!" 


And now for the first time His fol- 


lowers "began to understand the last 
earthly words of the dying Savior: 
"It is finished; it is finished." What 
was finished? Millions have supposed 
tbis bitter cry referred to His suffer- 
ing and death, but under tbe splendors 
and the light of that bright Easter 
morning they saw it was the last chap- 
ter in His redemption of mankind. 
It 


was the task that was finished and com- 
plete; thenceforward to the end of 
time the heavens should re-echo with 
the anthem, "Glory to God in the 
highest, peace on earth, good will to 
men." 


The Easter Sabbath oi 1000 broke on 


us like a benediction; the sun was 
bright, tbe azure background was un- 
flecked by a single cloud. Happy iaces 
filled tbe streets and crowded the 
churches—for one day at least a s:.nful 
world seems to have put aside its daily 
task and to give thanks with grateful 
hearts for the blessings for the year 
which had gone. 
Even from the bat- 


tlefields ot South Africa and the Phil- 
ippines we fancied we could almost see 
through ths rifted clouds of an uncer- 
tain future the signs of returning 
peace. 


Prosperity is being felt in every 


portion of the land. 
The prices for 


everything produced have increased, all 
of our great workshops and factories 
are taxed to their utmost capacity and 
one ol the most gratifying proofs that 
prosperity has come is that many of 
our corporations have voluntarily ad- 
vanced the wages of their employees 
from 10 to 30 per cent. Among the re- 
markable features of the present indus- 
trial prosperity is that England is notv 
buying millions of tons of coal and 
other nations ol Europe are sending 
orders amounting to hundreds of mill- 
ions for machinery and railroad sup- 
plies of all kinds, while emigration 
from every portion of the world is 
rushing iu upon us at tbe rate of thous- 
ands every day. To understand the 
prosperous condition of the laboring 
classes we have" only to consider the 
pay of a laborer in Italy with, tbe 
pay of a street sweeper in New York. 
Among the laboring classes in tbe agri- 
cultural districts a strong, healthy 
laboring man receives as a compensa- 
tion for his labor from tbe rising of 
the sun to the going down of the same 
from 30 to 35 cents a day. 
While in 


New York tbe street sweeper receives 
eight times 33 cents, or S3 per da.y, 
equaling the labor ol eight Italians in 
their native land. 


But the Italian in Italy and the 


Italian in the United States are two 
characters as different as the charac- 


men of world-wide fame. His family 
was second to none in tbe entire na- 
tion. The honor had been passed by a 
generation, when insanity, wbich had 
been the curse of his race, seemed to 
be ignored and forgotten. 
While still 


iu his young ruanhood he married one 
of Zs'ew York's fairest and wealthiest 
daughters 
The wedding was one ol 


the most fashionable events of the 
day. Wedding presents from all parts 
of the globe, many of them from roy- 
alty, poured in upon them, and the 
start of their new life seemed like an 
omen of untold happiness to Ibe end. 
But the young wife in the depths of 
her pure but agonized soul discovered a 
something which had passed unnoticed 
and unknown. 


The taint of insane blood which had 


cursed a previous generation and fol- 
lowed his grandfather to his death 
found no abiding place in Ms sons, 
David Dudley, Cyrus W., Stephen J. 
or Edward, the editor in chief a New 
York journal. The firm of 
Field, 


Lindley and Welchilers had been doing 
a most prosperous "business for years. 
when it was suddenly discovered that 
there was a shortage in their accounts 
of over two millions of dollars. Mr. 
Lindley, the senior partner, immedi- 
ately set detectives at work and it was 
not long till the shortage was traced 
to Edward Field. In addition to this 
he secured advances on imaginary boat- 
loads of produce. Tbe news spread 
rapidly on 'change and almost pro- 
duced a panic equal to that of the cel- 
ebrated Black Friday. Edward hurried 
to his dying father's bedside and re- 
hearsed his shameful downfall. He 
gave his erring son the key of his 
strong box and bade him help himself, 
but in heaven's name to secure the 
honor of the family. Edward Field 
stripped his father of every dollar and 
security he possessed, amounting to sev- 
eral millions o£ dollars. His father 
was left almost a beggar. But from 
tbat hour to the present time no ac- 
count has been given as to what he 
did with tbe money. Cyrus died a 
broken-hearted man. His son 
was 


temporarily 
confined 
in a 
lunatic 


asylum and soon discharged as cured, 
only to be rediscovered us a wretched 
tramp in the street, carrying a sand- 
wich sign asking the patronage of 
other outcasts like himself to the 
Dewey five-cent restaurant; sausages 
warranted straight, oue penny each, 
and two buckwheat cakes for a cent. 


The wildest dream of the imagina- 


tion could not picture a downfall like 
unto this. In the sorrowful extremity 
of this poor distraught may Cod help 
him. 


Trade is good, prosperity is general 


and we have every reason to look for- 
ward to a profitable balance sheet at 
the end of the present year. The gen- 
eral desire of all classes of our people 
seems to be tbe honorable settlement 
of the questions which have so long dis- 
turbed us with other lands when we 
may without apprehension look lor the 
return oi the bread which we cast 
upon the waters after many days. The 
reckless clinging to old party ties is 
rapidly giving way to support of that 
which is right and lor the successlul 
ending which up to the present time 
has seemed like a troubled dream. We 
can only pray, Oh, Lord, our Father, 
be in this hour of trial a lamp unto 
our feet.

earth but a few yards distant. 
Tbe 


lead of tho column halted on reaching 
the foot of the mound and waited for 
the rest of the force to arrive at tne 
place of operations, which evidently 
was to be the mound of fresh earth. 
When the remainder had arrived and 
halted so that the entire army was as- 
sumhled, a number of auts detached 
themsehes from the mam body and 
began to asceud to Ihe top of the 
mound, while the others began moving 
so as to encircle the base of Ihe mound. 


Soon a number from the detachment 


which had asceudeil the mouud. evi- 
dently the attacking party, entered the 
loose earth and speedily returned, each 
bearing a cricket or a young grass- 
hopper, dead, which he deposited upon 
the ground and then returned for a 
fiesh load.

hind the back. In this day and ag 
we surely cannot afford to leave idl 
any resource that may help us in th 
battle of life which present condition 
seem to be making hard indeed fo 
many.

how to be well; we are weak because i 
has never entered our minds that we 
might be strong. 


What we need is instruction, not si 


much of new things as new ideas o 
common and familiar things. Man 
health, disease and medicine are com 
mon words; they must be investigated

The term doctor is a very common 


word, but it no longer means to us 
what it did in the language of Virgi 
and Cicero. To them the doctor wa 
a teacher. Disease is no longer wha 
it once was to the Anglo-Saxon. I 
was to them only pain, discomfort 
want of ease. It was all one thing 
uneasiness; as the clouds in the sky 
however various they may be in ap 
pearanee, are always one thing—vapo 
—disease is now to the many a legion 
not of angels, but of imps or ills. T 
be well we must return to the simplici 
ty of our ancestors. In the early his 
tory of the race man lived in the Gir 
den of Eden and had no pain, no sick 
ness. Those were halcyon days; bu 
we have no record of any physician 
there, no record of microscopes fo 
hunting the bacillus or means to pu 
him in quarantine. 


What, then, was the secret of the 


health and happiness of our first par 
ents1' God spoke to them directly,and 
they obeyed His voice. It was th 
wisdom of truth, the perfect way tha 
gave them health. And since God ha 
not changed and His government stil 
remains the same, will not the perfec 
way bring health still ? 


The perfect way is science—no 


pseudo-sciencs, the mere opinions o 
fallible men—but science capable o 
demonstration like mathematics. The 
so-called science of medicine to-da; 
consists largely of definitions of mefl 
ical terms in two or more foreign Ian 
truages. A thousand different reme 
dies for several hundred diseases i 
considered by dominant institutions 
scientific. As to the exact number o 
diseases medical authors differ greatly 
They also differ greatly as to the rein 
edies to be employed and the size o. 
the dose. Such differences do not be 
long to science. Science is unitary 
There is but one perfect way. 


Now if the people really know tha' 


a certain course of life will always 
bring pain, sickness or 
premature 


death, they would not pursue that 
course. People who really know the 
nature of fire generally avoid burns

To one purposely and understanding!? 


injures himself. To know and under 
stand the cause of disease and the con- 
ditions of health is to be well. 
Self 


knowledge is life. Knowledge, "Know 
thyself," said a Greek philosopher, de 
scended from heaven to be engraven 
upon the tablet of enduring memory. 


That the body is not the essential 


man is evident. The essential man is 
invincible. It is the mind taatcontrols 
the body. The body itself is not the 
cause of any thing—it is an effect—an 
instrument only for the soul. Mind, 
will, or thought, is the primal cause of 
all that is, including disease. Matter 
causes nothing; matter is the effect and 
not the primal cause; matter, as such, 
.s inert. Disease is always the result 
of misconception of truth. 
But the 


schools of medicine are still searching 
.n the material realm, with microscope 
and scalpel, to find the cause of disease 


They will never find it in the body; 


t is not there; it is the mind; and to 
the mind we must go for final relief 
from sickness. 


Poisons may kill, but they can- 


not make alive; and narcotics may 
deaden pain, but they cannot bring 
health. 
The interests of the people 


ire safe only in one way—in under- 
itanding. They must know for them- 
;elves. We do not advisa them, how- 
ever, to study medicine as it is com- 
monly taught to-day, but logic, philos- 
iphy and common sense. 
Disease is a unit and has no plural— 
t is discomfort, or uneasiness, always 
and everywhere. 
It is nothing else 


and nobody is any wiser or better for 
he many hundreds, yea, thousands, of 
;omparatively useless terms found in 
medical books. 
What we want to 


know is the cause and cure. To know 
he cause will guide us to the cure 
lause and effect are intimately relat- 
d. 
Truth is simple and the healing 
'Ower is ever present. 
The power 


hat heals all wounds and all diseases 
s not in some pill or powder, nor any 
aterial medicament, as many sup- 


Dose; but is an invisible force. This 
lealing power was styled by Hippo- 
rates the effort of Nature; by Van 
lelmont, vitality, &c., &c. 
The body is formed by the Divine 


Vrtist. 
We must take care of it 


That is our part and in doing this we 
are indeed co-workers with the Infinite;

only the prompting of the spirit o 
soul within to have us change ou 
course; and lastly disease can be per 
manently cured and effectually pre 
vented—not by any drug, oreompounc 
of drugs, nor yet again by any inocula 
tion, or contamination of the blooc 
with any virus, but by removing a 
causes of disease and correcting the 
conditions of life. And this can only 
be done by a universal health educa 
tion. To this end let all things pros 
per.
